morning, were strapped to posts, and 
were administered a whipping with a 
leather thong by Frank Cousins, su- 
perintendent of the gar.!?. 
This was 


not done without higher autnouty. 
rousins after seeing the situation this 
n-.ormng came to the city, went to 
^•c. Jud^e Withers, who conterred 
vth Col. A B. Carrington and the 
co'mmonwealth's attorney and ordered 
Cousins to see that the men worked. 
Cousins asked several police officers 
to return with him to the qusrry 
where after a renewed effort to ja-t 
the men to change their minds, he 
started corporal punishment at the 
very spot that father usually relied 
upon to produce effects. 
The men 


were chained to a post and Cousins, 
armed with a short thing, which re- 
sembled a razor strop, split .several 
times, chastised them. It did not take 
long for thus to haie its effect, and 
the men. atter bearing the punish- 
ment as long as they could, expressed 
willingness to work 


Will Hailey. spokesman for 
the 


gang, was the last man dealt with. 


After -work had been resumed by 


the full force at about 11 o'clock. 
Cousins stopped the rock crusher and 
called all the men before him and 
asked if any of the men had ary 
complaint to make of his treatment. 
Every 
man in 
the gang 
expressed 


himself and said that Cousins had 
treated them fairly. 
One negro said 


that he had heard complaint of the 
grub, but this was the first time any 
such suggestion has been heard since 
the strike began. 
It ie likely that an investigation 


will be made for there seems little 
doubt that the demand for the re- 
instatement of Guard Harry Snead is 
only a superficial cause. 
There is 


something more deepseated. 
Hailey 


made the statement after his whip- 
ping in the presence of officers sent 
to the scene to be on hand if serious

"Somebody ought to have a genuine 
Florida razor-back mounted before 
they become extinct. They're hard to 
find, now." 


Thus does no less as authority than 


the bureau of markets and crop es- 
timates of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture here 
officially 


confirm the suspicion that the porker 
around which so many yarns hava 
been spun soon will be a candidate 
for the museum. 


The Florida farmer is responsibla 


for the passing of the pack of bones 
and bristles chock full of mischief. 
The razor-back, or native hog, us« 
ually could work his body into any 
place his nose could enter. 
He waa 


reared on a farm but was permitted 
to roam the woods until he became 
half wild and 
only a 
photograph 


could portray the damage he could 
do orvee he wormed his way into a 
plot of cultivated ground. As an ar- 
ticle of food he was worth little. 


Florida farmers lor several years 


have been stocking their places with 
pure bred 
swine, 
and 
now hava 


reached the stage where discussion 
of a pig's pedigree is regarded as of 
extreme 
importance. 
Co-operatlva 


sales of fine pigs, boys' and girls' pig 
clubs organized find operated under 
the supervision of county agricultur- 
al agents, and numerous sectional or- 
ganizations of hog breeders sounded 
the death kn-ell of the razor-back. 


This is every indication that tha 


razor-back soon will be extinct. Flor- 
idians have said his backbone formed 
an edge sharp enough to cut a fenco 
rail and many tourists believed tho 
old yarn that hundreds of thousands 
of pine trees on turpentine fanms in 
the state, with the bark chipped oft 
on two sides to a height of several 
feet, were damaged 
by the razor- 


backs sharpening themselves prepar- 
atory 
to 
cutting 
another 
fence. 


Snakes and alligators are rarely seen 
outside the zoos and now the razor- 
back is passing.
